Rule Communist 
Workers Can Get 
Social Security 


WASHINGTON lf-A Social Se­ 
curity Adm'nistration official rul­ 
ed today that a person may not 
be denied social security benefits 
because he worked for the Ameri­ 
can Communist party. 
The ruling was handed down by 
Peter J. Hi/egen, a referee of the 
Social 
Security 
Administration’s 
appeals council 
The ruling was 
made in cases involving seven 
Communist party employes whose 
eligibility for social security bene­ 
fits had been challenged. 
/ The Bureau of Old Age and Sur­ 
vivors Insurance held last year 
that the Communist party iS an 
arm of a foreign government. 
It 
said service performed for the par­ 
ty was service performed in the 
employ of a foreign government. 
Therefore it said, such employ­ 
ment could not be used as a basis 
for payment 
of social 
security 
benefits. The Social Security Act 
excludes frcm coverage ‘‘services 
performed in the employ of a for­ 
eign government ” 
Hoegen

that the wage 
earners were the employes of the 
Communist party, U S A., or one 
of its subordinate organizations, 
but that there was insufficient, evi­ 
dence to show they were employes 
ol a foreign government.

Atty Lester Ughtfoot Will Raise 
Lots of Tomatoes with 7,000 Plants 


Attorney Lester Lightfoot, who! 
has his law office in Harrisburg 
and owns a 13-acre farm between 
Harrisburg and Raleigh, has gone 
into the tomato raising business 
on a rather large scale. 
Atty. Lightfoot states he has de­ 
voted about three acres for to­ 
matoes and will have approximate­ 
ly 7,000 plants set out. Three thou­ 
sand plants are now growing in 
the Lightfoot field and 4,000 addi­ 
tional plants will be set soon. 
This will be the second year for 
Mr. Lightfoot to engage in com­ 
mercial tomato raising. In 1955 he 
got into the business and shipped 
to the city markets for three or 
four weeks but found it to be un­ 
profitable as the cost of picking, 
packing and shipping exceeded the 
prices paid at the city markets. 
“I was losing money and was 
tempteo to plow the crop under,” 
Lightfoot said recently. ’Then I 
decided to attempt to develop a 
local market and used The Daily 
Register classified ads. 
I adver­ 
tised tomatoes at 75 cents a bu­ 
shel, in the Beld, if the people 


would bring their own containers 
and 
do the 
picking. 
The ads 
brought remarkable results. There 
were pickers in the field evlry day 
right to frost time. I made money 
off the crop and people in the area 
got plenty of fine tomatoes at a 
reasonable cost,” Mr. Lightfoot de­ 
clared 
After last year's profitable ex­ 
perience Mr. Lightfoot decided to 
continue the tomato business again. 
Tomato plants should be placed 
about four feet apart, for easy 
cultivation, it is said. The ground 
is prepared for planting by cul­ 
tivator and laid oft in four foot 
squares. 
Two men then do the 
planting bv hand, putting plants 
where the rows cross, 
(hie man 
digs a hole with a shovel, the other 
drops the tomato plant in place 
and then tramps dirt around the 
plant. 


“Two men can put out 500 plants 
an hour 
in this manner,” Mr. 
Lightfoot said. 


He expects 
to have tomatoes 
ready for market before very long.

Crippling Steel 
Strife Loons at 
End of Month 


NEW YORK <UJR) — A crippling 
steel strike costing billions of dol­ 
lars became a matter of grave con­ 
cern today to America’s booming 
economy. 
Both the United Steelworkers 
union and the industry’s leading 
producers mapped plans for a par­ 
alyzing labor walkout at the end 
of this month. 
The joint negotiations which be­ 
gan between the union and the 
“Big Three” — U. S. Steel, Bethle­ 
hem Steel and Republic Steel — in 
Pittsburgh last month have become 
hopelessly deadlocked. 
“We are miles apart on basic 
contract issues,” a management 
spokesman told the United Press. 
'There’ll be a strike unless the 
steel companies retreat from their 
demand for a five-year contract,” 
a union official warned. 
The union Thursday sent instruc­ 
tions to all its locals for an ’‘order­ 
ly and peaceful” strike in the event 
a new agreement has not been 
reached by the June 30 strike dead­ 
line. 
The major steel companies made 
arrangements for banking their fur­ 
naces early next week in the event 
there is a work stoppage. 
Joint talks between the union 
and the ’’Big Three” resumed to­ 
day amid deflated hopes that a 
peaceful settlement could be reach­ 
ed before the present contract runs 
out at midnight on Saturday, June 
30. 
The industry has offered the un­ 
ion a five-year no strike agreement 
calling for a package offer of more 
than 65 cents an hour. 


Congress Will 
Pass Distress 
Bill: Douglas 


CHICAGO IW-U. S. Sen. Paul 
H. Douglas predicted today Con­ 
gress will pass a measure to re­ 
lieve economically distressed areas 
such as southern Illinois. 
Douglas (D-Ill) said he was en­ 
couraged by the fact the House 
Banking Committee approved the 
bill Thursday and Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas had ’’referred to it on the 
floor as a legislative must.” 
”1 think we’re going to pass it,” 
said Douglas at a news confer­ 
ence. He added however that it 
might get caught in the legislative 
logjam before Congress recesses. 
The measure is designed to help 
economically sick areas particu­ 
larly coal mining and textile man­ 
ufacturing communities, get and 
hold industries that will reduce 
unemployment. 
It would provide IOO million dol­ 
lars annuary in federal loans to 
encourage industrial development, 
50 million dollars in loans for rural 
redevelopment, a 100-million-dollar 
revolving fund for loans to expand 
public faciliies such as water sys­ 
tems, and a 50-million-dollar an­ 
nual grant for public facilities. 
Douglas said many southern Illi­ 
nois cities have become “almost 
ghost towns” as residents moved 
elsewhere to find employment. He 
said many communities are in 
“terrible shape.” 
West Frankfort’s population, he 
said, has shrunk by half in the 
past IO years, and Franklin county 
has “big numbers on relief.” 
Marion and Herrin are in better 
shape, he said, because the gov­ 
ernment “provided Crab Orchard 
Lake,” and several industries are 
operating a former ordnance plant 
in southern Illinois. 
Douglas said Johnson, Massac, 
Pope and Hardin counties would 
quality for 
rural redevelopment 
aid under the measure.

A Louisville, Ky., man who once 
lived in Harrisburg had admitted 
setting fire to the two vacant hous­ 
es in Harrisburg the night of June 
13, Harrisburg Fire Chief L. G. 
Martin was informed today. 
Martin received a telephone call 
from Harold Forester, Louisville 
fire marsh*’ and a major in the 
Louisville 
fire department, and 
Forester told the local chief that 
they were holding Reuben Ward 
Sullivan, 32 years old, in connec­ 
tion with a number of fires in Lou­ 
isville. 
Forester said that Sullivan was 
picked up tnere in connection with 
the setting of three hotel fires in 
Louisville in one night and that 
he also admitted setting fires to 
some apartments and automobiles 
there during the past five months. 
In the course of the questioning, 
Forester told Martin, Sullivan said 
that he came to Harrisburg June 
JO on his vacation and while here 
set fires to two houses. 
He went into detail. He said he 
first went co the vacant house own­ 
ed by Atty. Alpheus Gustin on 
Webster street and set it afire, but 
stated that the fire smouldered and 
that he could not get the blaze to 
going. 
Then he went to the vacant house 
owned by 
Guy McCormack 
on 
South Granger street, about two 
blocks away, and set it afire. 
It 
was after he had started this fire 
that the Gustin house burst into 
flames, he said 
The fire department got the call 
on the McCormack house first and 
got the second call immediately 
after getting back to the fire sta­ 
tion.
